The conservatives in London and other 
populous centers outbid their opponents 
in the extent of their social programme. 
The case of the tory candidates at Step- 
ney and Limehouse applies to others. 
They advocate the establishment of one 


+ eight-hour day, the creation of a labor 


ministry and the taxation of ground rents. 
They also advocate the fixing of a rate of 
wages by unions. A programme like this 
cuts out the labor party and beggars the 
socialists. Trade unions are suspicious as 
to conservative pledges and continue to 
incline toward the liberal candidates, 
Getting Ready to Leave. 

No new facor has appeared during the 
week to alter party forecasts. A high 
government official told a representative of 
the Associated Press that the cabinet had 
shown their conviction of coming defeat by 
setting their private papers in order in read- 
iness to vacate their offices. The minis- 
ters never leave all their official papers for 
their successors. Documents revealing too 
much disappear. A general clearance of 
these documents, which liberal government 
will be unable to claim, has already oc- 
eurred. 

Gladstone's declaration that the rejection 
of the home rule bill by the house of lords 
will not involve a fresh appeal to the coup- 
try, as parliament will then proceed with 
other measures, has been a shock to the 
Irish party.

bank, explained that the bank was not 
paying coupons but was buying them for 
a third party. A person buying coupons 
will be entitled to 6 per cent interest on 
them from today and, of course, they are 
held as a first lien on the road. The 
Memphis and Charleston is also a part of 
the East Tennessee system. General 
Thomas, when asked for the cause for the 
default on these two coupons, said: ‘It is 
a very simple matter. They are not East 
Tennessee railroad bonds and the com- 
panies had no money to pay the cou- 
pons.

As the outcome of mugwumpery, the at- 
titude of the Charleston paper will do 
very well, but it fails to fit the situation 
in the south. The democratic party is now 
hunting for votes enough to defeat the 
republicans, and it matters not on what 
issue it receives the support of those who 
have been inclined to turn the cold shoul- 
der to Mr. Cleveland's candidacy. Their 
support is to be welcomed, whether it be 
the result of a desire to defeat the force 
bill programme, or of a purpose to reduce 
or abolish tariff taxation. If the support 
of the democratic candidates by The Sun 
lets the cat out of the bag, then we would 
be glad to see the cat let out of the bag in 
all parts of the country by those who 
have opposed Mr. Cleveland's nomination. 

The News and Courier would do well 
to bear in mind that the democratic party 
in convention at Chicago purposely made 
the force bill issue the leading one by 
giving it the place of importance in its 
platform. This is in strict accord, with 
democratic practice and tradition the 
party itself having been organized to resist 
and resent federal invasion of the rights 
of the states. We do not think that the 
editor of The News and Courier can better 
the instruction of democratic tradition, or 
improve on the purpose of the recent con- 
vention, which gave the force bill issue 
the first place in the platform.

mands of The News and Courier for pro- 
tection for rice and sea island cotton. 

The truth is the elements which are at 
this time tending away from the demo- 
cratic party in South Carolina and other 
southern states are made up of voters who 
have never received any of the benefits 
of the protective system, and who re 
gard it as a pernicious attack on their 
pockets. They have no need of instruc- 
tion in the arguments against tariff taxa- 
tion. Yet they have subordinated this is- 
sue to that of financial relief and reform, 
and they say that they propose to go into 
the people’s party which, they are made 
to believe, is in favor of extreme tariff 
and financial reforms.

From midnight last night until on 
this morning the prohibitionists sat up. 


after listening to a humorous and, to some, 
a doubtful talk from Rev. Sam Jones 
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They laughed with delight to find that

they seated themselves around the debris i : 


laying around the courthouse yard, when 
the sound of fife and drum grated on 
ears from every direction. 

It was the signal for the appearance 
of the colored voters, 500 strong, with 
badges of flaming red, declaring for 
sonal liberty. 

Their arrival did not daunt the prohis. 
Reinforcements came, and their leaders 
became aggressive and insinuating. 

The Work Begins. 

The sheriff arrived at 6 o’clock, placed 
the deputies and police in line, ready for 
the fray, and at 7 o’clock sharp Sheriff 
O'Connor announced the polls opened. 

Balloting commenced with a vim, ahd 
the rapid polling of two to one by the 
prohis made them boastful and enthusias 
tic. This state of affairs did not last long. 

The Ladies Appear. 

At 8 o’clock all eyes were turned to a 
concourse of ladies and children, a la 
Salvation Army, parading, marching and 
singing, headed by Mrs. Sibley. As the 
ladies would sing the bands would play, 
and pandemonium prevailed until 8:45, 
when the prohis lead. A rally of the antis 
at the white and colored boxes changed 
the aspect of things, and at noon the wet 
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ticket was leading by at least 500 ma- 


jority. Only three or four Broad street 
merchants voted with the prohis, The 
citizens of Augusta have been united and 
say that they would have defeated the 
prohibitionists had it cost $150,000. 

The election was orderly, and not & 
single fight or fuss occurred during the 
day. Everybody on both sides was 
sober, and the only intoxicated man seen 
on the ground was the city editor of The 
Daily Prohibitionist. There was great in- 
terest taken in the election, but with all 


the excitement there was no particular. 


sensation during the entire time of voting. 


Rev. W. W. Wadsworth, who precip — 
tated this issue and led the people on to 


the fight, left the polls at the hour his 
service was most needed. He was not 
seen about the polls after 10 o’clock this 
morning, and his daily prohibitionist pa- 
per did not appear this afternoon. There 
was considerable comment why Mr. Wads- 
worth did not remain at the polls when 
his prohibition work was most needed. 

Out of 4,238 votes registered, 3,520 votes 
were polled. The prohibitionists only cast 
1.094 votes. The antis polled 2,426, and 
have a majority of 1,832. The prohis 
were beaten in evéry district, except 
one. In Augusta the antis polled 712 votes 
in the colored box and 947 in the white 
box, while the prohis only polled 123 in 
the colored box and 652 in the white, 

Today's defeat of the prohibitionists 
is believed to be severe enough to discour- 
age a repetition of today’s attempt. The 
liquor men are not excited over their vic- 
tory, and there is no celebration of suc 
cess. All the saloons are closed tonight, 
and there is no disorder whatever.
